The Roman Catholic College stands near the 
church—and is a spacious stone building, well 
fitted | presume (for I did not enter it) for the 
accommodation of the youth resorting here. 
The college is little more—scarcely so much, if 
lam rightly informed, as one of our common 
academies—and has been too thoughtlessly pa- 
tronized by Protestants in ‘‘ the States,” for its 
supposed, but questionable superiority as an in- 
stitution where youth may render themselves 
proficients in tthe French language. It is less 
resorted to now than formerly—as Lam told, 
having lost a portion of its suppositious fame. 

It suid that the Catholics are now more atten- 
tive to the education of the youthful part of 
their own population than formerly—that they 
are establishing schools extensively, and urging 
universal attendance. I know not how far this 
is true—but presume it is so, to considerable 
extent. And there are good reasons for it. The 
march of improvement among Protestants is 
steadily onward, ‘That improvement gives them 
a superiority, in point of influence and wealth, 
The Protestant schools, supported by govern- 
ment are open to Catholic children—but if those 
children enter Protestant schools, there is dan- 
ger that they may lose their Romish prejudices 
and become Protestants. To guard against this 
danger the Catholics establish their own schools 
—for otherwise, they cannot prevent their child- 
ren from entering the schools of Protestants, 
Are not the children of this world wiser still in | 
their generation than the children of light? 

It isa common computation, that not more 
than one in thirty of the French Canadian pop- 
ulation is able to read. Of the 400,000 of this 
population, more than 100,000 who have reach- 
ed the years of maturity can neither read, nor | 
write, so yuch as their names. An illustrative 
fact. Rev. Mr. G. of M, went into a village of | 
between 20 and 30 farnilies near M. to distribute 
Tracts. The first family he entered consisted 
of 14 members. Not one of them could read 
a Tract. He inquired who in the village could 
read? He wasanswered,that among the 150 souls 
there, ouly one individual was able to read. I 
had this from the lips of the clergyman himself,

Miscellany. 
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ATTENDANCE ON PUBLIC WORSHIP, 


There is a wide departure from ancient habits 
as to attending public worship. Fifty years | 
ago families walked four and six miles to the 
house of God; and some individuals walked re- 
gularly even twelve miles. ‘he assemblies 
were therefore fuil even where the population 
was sparse, and a minister had hearers, parish- 
ioners, and supporters. Now the attendants on 
Sabbath services come only one, two, or three 
miles, and then chiefly in carriages, and in fair 
weather; and the consequence is that congrega- 
tions are small, societies are weak, ministers are | 
not maintained, and they are only transient re- 
sidents. Beside this evil, many neighborhoods 
do not enjoy, or not improve, religious privi- 
leges. A cluster of families four miles from a 
meeting house desire to have a minister in the 
midst of them. It is not convenient for them to 
travel four miles to meeting, and their more care- 
less neighhors will not; and therefore they tar- 
ry at home, and lament that they have no 
preaching. ‘They neither enjoy public worship, 
nor do they assist a church that needs their sup- 
port. 

The present state of society does not favor a 
return to former habits. The prevailing modes 
of dress have a verySimportant influence, An | 
aged lady who once lived near one of the larger 
sea port towns of Massachusetts, observed to 
the writer thatin her cloak and hood of a firm 
woolen fabric, and her thick shoes, she would 
walk for hours in the rain and not be wet with- 
in her outer garment. It is now quite impracti- 
cable for men or women to walk abroad to meet- 
ing in foul weather even a short distance, and 
it is hardly tolerable even to ride. ‘This has no 
slight influence on the attendance upon public | 
worship. } 

The less robust and active habits of living al- | 
so affect attendance upon public worship. Al- 
most every thing is now done with less labor 
than formerly, and the consequence is that our 
limbs are less capable of effort. We cannot so 
easily walk four or five miles as could our fath- | 
ers and mothers. Horses and easy carriages 
are vastly more numerous; and the roads are 
greatly improved; and the stores, mills, and 
neighbors’ houses are neurer; and the habit of 
travelling on foot some distance is lost. 1 think | 
it is lost forever. It cannot be restored. N

siderable part of the population of our country, 
that they will not walk one mile to meeting.

regularly attend. ‘Their dress is not made for 
it; and their habits of body and mind are not 
formed for it. How much custom from sucha 
village would an English goods store get in such 
a situation? And what man, who knew the 
world, would expect to attract customers to such 
a retired location? 

We cannot make people walk five miles to 
meeting, and we cannot establish a regular 
Sabbath meeting within four or five miles of 





every neighborhood, We must study then some 
means of conveying them, [aver thatit is full} 
as important in the present state of society to | 
contrive means to convey persons to religious | 
meetings, as to convey goods to market. In} 
some of the larger cities, carriages and roads 

have been devised to carry persuns from their 

remote dwellings or neighborhoods, to the cen-| 
tre of business; and in one protracted meeting | 
recently in a manufacturing region, large doable | 
waggons for free conveyance greatly facilitated 

attendance, and helped therefore to give effect 

to the religious services. 

One consideration recommends the study of 
means to help families to reach meeting from a 
considerable distance, that so great a variety of 
religious opinion now exists, that persons of one 
sentiment are widely scattered, and to make a 
respectable congregation, they mustcollect from |

These pasages, as well as the others which I 
have noticed, forbid our giving any quarter to 
the ** lusts of the flesh, the lustsof the eve, and 
the pride of life,” whenever our indulgence of 
them would diminish in any degree our ability 
to promote the spiritual interests of our fellow 
men, 

That such indulgences must diminish our 
ability to do good as long as the present state of 
things continues to exist, is sufficiently evident, 
Most if notall our benevolent societies are limi- 
ted in their operation by the want of funds, 
Witness the Bible, Missionary, (foreign and 
domestic) Tract, Colonization and Education, 
Societies. Now do we doubt the usefulness of 
the efforts of these societies to the spiritual inter- 
ests of those, in whose behalf they are laboring? 
or that their usefulness is proportionate to the 
amount of pecuniary means placed at their dis- 
posal? [f not, are we not required to deny our- 
selves ofany,and of every temporal gratification, 
if our doing so will not be injurious to the spirit- 
ual interests of any one, and will enable us to 
contribute more, though it be but a single cent 
more, to the funds of those societies? If the 
time shall ever arrive, when money cannot be

I rejoice, Mr. Editor, to communicate these de- 
tails respecting the religious revival of 'Tournus. 
They exhibit a striking proof of the grace which 
the Lord begins to bestow upon our country; if 
infidelity is deep-rooted among us, if the notions 
of a shameful materialism still reign in most 
minds, there are also well-disposed souls who 
embrace the offers of salvation on the first presen- 
tation of the Gospel.

The last news which reached me from Mr. 
Hoffinan, announces that he has visited Maeon, 
the chief place of the department of Saone and 
Loire. He found in that large city some Protes- 
tants who received Lim with the most lively joy 
for they were too few in number to have a 
pastor among them, and were entirely de- 
prived of the preaching of the gospel. These 
Protestants earnestly begged Mr. Hoffman to es- 
tablish at Macon a weekly religious meeting ; they 
promised to seek out other Protestants living in 
this city. Some Catholics showed also a desire 
to hear the word of God. Here then isa new 
field open to the labors of Mr. Hoffman. He has 
consented to hold religious worship at Maron 
every Wednesday. “ This increases much my 
labor,” he writes; it will be my eighth meeting 
every week; but you will pray the Lord to give 
me strength of body and mind necessary to ac- 
complish his work, I see clearly that I ought to 
uudertake this task, be the conseqnenees what 
they may. IT lope only that you will redouble 
your prayers for your poor servant, who is like a 
child and unable to speak.”

THE GOSPEL EXTENDING IN INDIA 
Monghyr. 


The facts contained in the f llowing letter from Mr. Leslie 
to the Secretary of the English Saptist Missionary society de 
serve attention, as they show how the Gospel may be extend 
ing its influence in various directions, even when the Mission 
ary himself is unacquainted with the t 


fret 
Monghyr, April 37, 1833. 

Tam glad to be able to send you some fresh 
accounts of the Lord’s gooduess to us at this sta 
lion since [ lust wrote. About the beginning of 
February we baptized the hill-man (the first 
fruits | trust of a glorious harvest) and a young 
country-born man. The latter las gone to a 
place called Bhaugulpore,thirty-six miles from us, 
where he has opened a sehool for his own sup- 
port and where he intends to do all he can in the 
good work of spreading the gospel, He isa very 
distinguished instance of the pewer of the grace 
of God, having been redeemed from an awful 
state of departure from him. He has eommene- 
ed conducting public worship, and bas been as 
successful as we expected him to be. The hill- 
man gave to the church a very clear and satistuc- 
tory account of a real work of grace on bis heart. 
He is a man of sterling ability. I have com- 
menced teaching him English, which he learns 
with astonishing rapidity. Ihave no doubt that 
he will, in the course ofa year, be able to read 
and understand any part of the New Testament. 
I hope that God has raised him up for great 
usefulness. He has lately, in company with one 
of the native preachers, visited his hill-brethren, 
to whom he preached “Jesus and the resurrec- 
tion.” He was litteaed to with great attention ; 
and the people expressed a strong desire to know 
the Saviour, and a willinguess to turn unto bim 
I am still pursuing my studies in the hill-lan- 
guage ; and should Ged spare me til the proper 
season, I trust he will give ine grace to go to the 
people, and favour in their eyes. 

This week (Feb 24) we had fresh pleasure 
in baptizing six persons, four of them Euro 
peans, and two of them native men. The 
two latter gave wp their caste for Christ: one of 
them has been ten months a probationer, and 
the other one year and eight montlis—so slow 
have we been iv reeeiving them. The conduct 
of both has, during the whole time, been exem- 
plary—excepting in one instance. One of them 
was betrayed into a sinful engagement, the fulfil- 
ment of which was happily prever ad. He was 
deeply penitent, and we felt that for Christ ssake 
we ought to forgive him. All were received into 
the church with joy and praise to God. The 
Europeans are a Mr. and Mrs Bell, of the Com- 
missariat department. They we re appointed to 
this station about two years ago or some time 
they never attended worship, bat the Lord at 
leneth drew them, aud under the preaching re- 
vealed himself to their sovls. The remaining 
two are a daughter of the lute Captain Page, and 
a daughter of Mr. Moore, both of whom are, I 
trust, true converts. 

We have also had two or three eecurrences of 
another kind. A week or twoagoa woman with 
her daughter, a little girl of six or seven years of 
age, caine, Saying that she was a believer in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. She left her child while she 
returned to her house, which she stated to be in 
the suburbs, to fetch away some of her property. 
She never returned to us: but four women came, 
who carried off the child. Where they are now, 
or what is their state, we know not. We sus- 
pect force has been used with the poor woman, 
and she may now be in confinement. 

Abeat the same time a man from one of the 
neighboring villages came to the house of our 
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tae native preacher, and requested to see 
is brother. On being told that bis brother was 
not with us, neither had we ever, to our know- 
ledge seen him ; he insisted that he was, saying, 
“ My brother left us the day before yesterday to 
come to you to profess his faith on Chirist. Who 
or where this man is we know not. But one thing 
is evident, that the gospel is making tts way among 
people with whom we are not acquainted ; and 
none cau say to what extent. 

A third very interesting instance came to our 
notice three days ago. About a year ago two or 
three travellers from the Punjah, a remote prov- 
ince ef India, called, and, as the natives say, 
“heard our word.” They went away; and we 
thought no more of them. We have hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of similar instances. People 
‘come, listen, and walk off, and we never see 
them again. One of these men, however, return- 
ed at the time already mentioned. The substance 
of what he said was this: “About a year ago | 
was passing this way and heard such and such 
things about Christ. I then beheld him to be 
the Saviour of sinners ; and have ever since he- 
lieved on hitn and prayed to him. I have noth- 
ing to give you as a token of my love to you, but 
two Arubian pomegranates. Take them—I1 must 
return to my country ; but I will never forsake 
Christ.” He went away ; but the account which 
he gave of the life and death of Christ was so 
correct, and the statement which he made of the 
nature of his daily prayers to Him was so scrip- 
tural, that our hopes are strong that he is one 
whom God has taught. 

All these things show us that we are not to 
reckon the progress of Christianity simply by the 
numbers who havebe-en baptized. 1 speak with- 
in due bounds, wher I say that several thousands 
every year listen tothe gospel in our native chap- 
el, who do not belong to the place; but are from 
distances of one, two, or three, and four days 
journey. How much they carry away of what 
they hear, or what effect it has upon their minds, 
we know rot, and cannot know. But who will 
say that itis all in vain? Do not the above in- 
stances proye that it is not in vain?—London 
Bap. Meg.

At the above meeting, Mr. Winslow mention-, 
ed that there are now in Calcuttaten thousand | 
young men who have renounced Hindooism, 
but have embraced no other religion. They are 
consequently, exposed to the allurements of the 
worst forms of infidelity. Numbers of the most 
pernicious publications, such as the works of 
Paine and Carlile, are sent from this country and 
Europe, and are purchased by these young men. 

As a proof of the power of the simple truth of 
the Bible, Mr. Wiuslow related the following 
incident: 

A poor man was thrown into prison into the 
prison at Jaffua, (Ceylon.) He there found a| 
copy of the gospels in Tamul, which had been 
given toa former prisoner, but thrown away by 
him. He read it during his confinement, and so 
soon as he was released, determined to discover 
whether this was the religion which was taught 
by the missionaries. Not knowing how to in- 
troduce the sul,ject, he pretended that he wanted 
a piece of money changed, and took the oppor- 
tunity tousk about the book in which he had be- 
come so interested, The proper explanation 
was made, andin afew months the evidences 
of his conversion were such that he was admit- 

-tedto the church. [S. S. Journal.

Ithas 
called in question and abolished one of the rites 
of the Hindoos. It isnow abeutto abolish one 
of its own sogulations, the pilgrim tax, and thus 
prove to the Hindoos thatit will neither coun- 
tenance a pretended religious rie which sanc- 
tions murder, hor interfere to alleviate the bur- 
dens and distresses which may be experienced 
in the acts of religious devetion.

The Bourd of the American Sunday School 
Union, have made a donation of books as re- 
quested in the following application: 

I am requested by Mrs. Isatella Holt, late of 
this city, but more recently a resident of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, and now in St. Georges, Island of 
Bermuda, to solicit on her behalf a donation of 
books from your valued institution. She is 
about establishing a library, in connexion with 
schools recently formed among the colored 
adults and children of that island. You bave 
doubtless learnt through the newspapers, that 
by a late act of the colonial legislation, slavery 
is to be abolished in those islands on and after 


a second protracted meeting, of a few days’ con- 
tinuance. These meetings, which together 
amounted to forty days of solemn assembling, 
were evidently attended by a divine blessing in 
each of the denominations, and very considera- 
ble accessions will, I trust, be made to each of 
the churches, of such as shall endure to the end. 

How many have been hopefully converted 
among us I am not able, at present to say; but 
I suppose it would not be extravagant to reckon 
them in all the societies, at nearly or quite two 
hundred, and the work is I trust, still going for- 
ward, There has been I believe scarcely a sin- 
gle day for five weeks past, when I have not 
heard of one or more cases, either of conviction 
or hopeful conversion. The work has been sol- 
emn, and still, and powerful, and among its sub- 
jects are included persons of all ranks and also of 
all ages, from ten or twelve years, to more than 
sixty. Our inquiring meetings are held weekly, 
and atthetwo last, there were from ten totwenty 
new inquirers; and about as many new cases of 
hopeful conversion. Christians among us appear 
to feel the importance of special humility and 
earnest supplication to God, for the continuance 
of his Holy Spirit. We still have meetings every 





the first of August next, thus dispensing with 
the apprenticeship system, contemplated by the 
praiseworthy act of the British Government. 

Irs. Holt appears to feel deeply solicitous that 
this much injured people should enjoy all the 
advantages of a liberal education upon Christ- 
ian principles, that they may be rendered a 
blessing in their new relation to society. She 
has therefore determined to devote her time 
and talents to this object; and thus far her efforts 
have been greatly blessed. She had found the 
subjects of her sympathy eager to receive and 
diligent ia acquiring knowledge. é 

A more favorable opportunity for urging upon 
them the importance of seeking that freedom 
which is not of this world, but which will make 
them free indeed, in Christ Jesus, perhaps 
never has or never will again present itself. 
Mrs, Holt designsto establish a large library, 
anewsprper reading room, intelligence office, 
and as extensively as possible common schools 
and Sabbath schools among them. ‘There are 
a large number of the slaves as well as the free 
colored population who can read, and will read, 
if booksare put into their hands, Mrs. Holtis 
a native of Bermuda, and has spent a great por- 
tion of her early life there. And from ‘her con- 
stant effort to promote the temporal, as well as 
the best interests of the colored people there, 
has acquired great influence with them, which 
she may now with great advantage to them avail 
herself of.

So encouraged was the church hy appearances 
this evening, that a prayer meeting was appoint- 
ed for the next morning at 6 o’clock, with a de- 
sign to continue the service, every morning 
through the week, if circumstances should war- 
rant. This prayer meeting was well attended,and 
was continued not only during the time proposed, 
but through the succeeding week, making in the 
whole thirteen days. ‘This movement on the 
part of the church, was not witnessed without 
interest by the impenitent around, The simple 
fact, that Christians were willing to assemble to- 
gether before day light, in the dead of winter, to 
pray for the salvation of sinners, was the means 
of leading some impenitent persons who are 
now, as I trust, believers in Christ, to consider, 
more seriously than before, their need of mercy; 
and when these meetings closed the inquiry, 
why are the morning meelings suspended, was 
daily and earnestly made both by saints and 
sinners. Meanwhile, other meetings and lec- 
tures were fully uttended; and there was evi- 
dently a very remarkable spirit of prayer among 
the church members. 

After the morning meetings had been suspend- 
ed about ten days, the church appointed a sea- 
son of fasting and prayer, to seek the special in- 
fluences of the Holy Spirit, which was held on 
Wednesday the 12th of February, and was fully 
and solemnly attended by the members; about 
this time also, or a few days before, the morn- 
ing meetings were resumed, In the afternoon 
of that day, the committee of the Lincoln Con- 
ference visited the church, by agreement, anda 
sermon was delivered by one of that committee 
in the evening. As nearly the whole church 
seemed to be now aroused, as with one heart, 
to make supplication to God for the outpouring 
of his Spirit, it was thought that it would be 
well to follow up the visit of the committee, by 
a few days of preaching and other public servi- 
ces. Arrangements were accordingly made; 
and three sermons were deliverd on ‘Thursday, 
each service being preceded by a prayer meet- 
ing, of one hour’s length, sustained by the breth- 
ren of the church. At the close of Thursday, 
the same appointments were made for Friday, 
(i. e. four prayer meetings hy the brethren of 
the church; and three sermons, accompanied 
by exhortations from the ministers,) and this 
arrangement was continued from day to day,for 
eleven successive days. On the second day of 
these services, an inquiring meeting was ap- 
pointed, and only two persons attended. On the 
third day, another such meeting was held, and 
five attended. On the sixth day, there were 
twenty-two at the inquiring meeting; and on the 
tenth day sizly-two, more than twenty of whom 
were indulging the hope, that they had found 
peace in believing. 

During this series of meetings, numbers of our 
Baptist and Methodist friends attended with us, 
and both their ministers and church members 
occasionally assisted in the services; and before 
its close, much to their joy and ours, the work 
of divine grace began to appear in their respec- 
tive socicties. 

Our — meeting closed with the Sab- 
bath, (1 mean as to assembling in the day time, 
for our morning and evening meetings have 
been continued, without intermission, till the 
presenttime.) On the succeeding Monday eve- 
ning our Baptist friends commenced a protract- 
ed meeting, which continued eight or nine days. 
A little before they closed, our Methodist friends 
began a series of meetings of the same kind; and 
when it had been continued about a fortnight, 
we commenced another series of religious meet- 
ings which continued during four days, consist- 
ing of the same number and kind of services each 
day, as during the first protracted meeting; and 
after these were ended the Baptist church held

morning at half past 5 o’clock, in each of the so- 
cieties, and a lecture or prayer meeting every 
evening, besides occasional meetings in the day 
time, nor do Christians appear to be weary of 
these services. 





CRANBERRY ISLES, ME. 

We have been favored with the perusal of a 
letter, written by a young man, to his relative in 
Portland, dated March 15, 1834, from which we 
take the following interesting extract; 

I returned safely from Cranberry ‘Isles, last 





Tuesday. * * * The prayers that you have 
been offering up to God for so many years that 
he would have merey upon the people of Cran- 
berry Isles, he has abundantly answered, There 
has been a glorious revival of religion among 
them. And I believe it is a real work of God, 
A wonderful change has taken place. ‘The very 
foundations of society have been shaken. Old 
things among them have passed away, and all 
things have become new. Backsliding Christ- 
inns have been reclaimed, and aroused to their 
duty—stout hearted, proud, ungodly sinners, 
have become as little children; some of all ages 
and characters have been brought into the fold 
of Christ. 

The whole number of converts is between 50 
and 60. There were some remarka dle cases of 
conversion. ‘Ten of my scholare share in the 
blessed work. —— has been aroused to 
his duty. Hehas lost his old notions of living 
by faith without works. | never saw a person 
so completely cut down and humbled. He ap- 
peared to take an interest in the revival, at the 
first, and was sensible that it could not go for- 
ward tillhe and his neighbors had settled their 
difficulties. He wentto several, talked over 
their difficulties, and asked, and gave mutual 
forgiveness. ‘They seemed to be settled, but the 
Spirit of God took deeper hold upon him. He 
afterwards saw what was in his heart, and what 
had been there, and was almost overwhelmed. 
His past coldness, and stupidity—his neglect of 
duty in his family, and among his neighbors, 
rose up before him, like sins of mount ainous size, 
| He came to meeting and at the close of the ser- 

mon, arose and made a public confession, that 
went through the house like an electric shock.

died. The number received at the McLean 
Asylum at Charlestown during the year 1833, 
was 167, of whom together with 62 previous ca-| 
ses—42 were discharged as recovered, and 13| 
asmuch improved, This Asylum was opened 
in’ October 1813, and since that time 1015 per-

expenses of both establishments last year were

After reaching this port, stornis, 


festivals and the tardy movements of our Mal- 
tese captain, left us 16 days more without a bed- 
stead tosleep on. We suffered much from the 
cold, the snow covering the tops of the moun- 
tains around us, and the ice remaining one or 
two days till noon upon our terrace, This was 
indeed a cold reception to us, coming as we did 
from the mild and delightful climate of Malta, 
where neither snow nor ice is ever seen. We 
had not been here a week when the Governor, 
urged by the clamors of our enemies, who hate 
the light, sent me an order to depart with the 
press within ten days, and threatened to seize 
Bp. Karabet, our Armenian translator, if he did 
not leave within three days, The order, as far 
as itrelates to me and the press, has been revo- 
ked through representations made to the Gov. 
by our Consul here, and we have the prospect 
at present of remaining in quiet; but poor K. 
has been obliged to leave us, aud is now on 
board with his family ready to sail for Beyroot. 
This is a great trial and disappointment both to 
us and to him,but the Lord knows how to over- 
rule it for his own glory, 

Our circumstances have been very trying 
every hour since we left Malta, but these do 
not discourage me, for Lhave not forgotten that 
Paul and Silas assuredly gathered from the vis- 
ion that appeared te Paul at Troas that the 
Lord had called them to preach the Gospel in 
Macedonia, and still that when they came into 
Macedonia their flesh had no rest,but they were 
troubled on every side, without were fightings, 
within were foes. Their obedience to the 
heavenly call led them into great difficulties, but 
induced in them neither doubts about their call, 
nor discouragements. The result of all their 
troubles was most gratifying and glorious, as 
the Epistle of Paul to the Philippians abun- 
candy testifies. It isour duty and our happiness 
to obey the call of God, to wish for the day 
when the dark stormy night envelopes us, to be 
patient in tribulation, earnest and constant in 
prayer, and to judge nothing before the time. 
Often and often has it been found that better is 
the end ofa thing than the beginning thereof. 
ltrust it may be so inthe present matter. I 
would continually say, my soul, wait thou only 
upon God, for my expectation is from him, 1 
feei that we are now on missionary ground, but 
whether the Lord will allow us to remain here 
or not, time will declare. 

You have been called again to know trouble 
and sorrow, as [learn from the papers. Your 
dear brother Charles, and my dear brother too, 
came, itseems, to find a dying bed in your house, 
anda grave among the departed ones of your 
congregation, So the great King of the uni- 
verse is calling his favored faithful ones from 
these low, dark and distant parts of his domin- 
ions into his glorious presence to employ them 
in nobler services around his throne. Oh what 
a privilege itis to be called where the glorified 
Redeemer is seen as he is! This honor, this 
privilege, have all the departed saints,

Foreign. 

Two days later from France.—French papers 
of the 24th of February have been received at New 
York by the packet ship Utica, but their contents are 
not of great importance. 

Much discontent had been manifested by the peo- 
ple of Paris, in te of the passage of a law, 
providing that the Ticenses of the public criers should 
be revoked, whenever they should be found to have 
sold any publication reflecting on the character or 
measures of the Government. Disturbances had also 
occurred at St. Etienne, Nantz and Marseilles. The 
controversy between the silk manufacturers at Lyons, 
and their workmen, had been amicably adjusted. 

Some effect upon the prices of stocks was proda- 
ced upon the 23d by rumors of a riot at Brussels, in 
consequence of a reply made by King Leopold to an 
address of the representative body, and of an insur- 
rection at Naples. Little confidence, however, was 
placed in the accuracy of these rumors. 





From Portugal.—Capt. Hill, of the ship Belvide- 
ra, which arrived at Baltimore, 3d inst. from St. | bes, 
Feb. 2+, brings detailed accounts of a battle fought 
on the 17th of Febru ary, in which the Constitutional 
forces were victorious, being the same, of which a 
brief statement was received at this port by the Ma- 
ria Theresa. Gen. Lanos was ordered by Don Mi- 
gue! on that day, to attack the Constitutional army at 
Cartaxo, with 5000 men. Gen. Saldanha retreated 
asthe enemy approached, until they had crossed a 
bridge, when, after having detached a body to cut off 
their retreat, he charged and entirely defeated them, 
with great loss. ‘The ramber of prisoners taken was 
230; that of the killed and wounded was not nascer- 
tained, but was believed to be very great. Many, 
finding it impossible to recross the bridge, threw 
themselves into the stream, and perished. Notwith- 
standing this severe loss, Don Miguel continued to 
hold out, and great suffering was continually experi- 


——— 


diers, by the unoffending peasantry. 

Mexico.—Vera Cruz papers of the Sth ult. have 
been received, which state that tranquility prevails 
through the greater part ofthe republic, though a gu- 
erilla warfare was still kept up by some of the insur- 
gent leaders, with a small force. Gen. St. Anna re- 
mained at his country seat, and the affairs of govern- 


ment were satisfactorily administered by the Vice 
President Farias, 


Later from Europe.— By the packet ship Pacific, 

London papers of March 10th, and Liverpool of the 
1ith, have been received in New York. 
, The proceedings of Parliament are not of a very 
interesting character. Mr. Hume’s motion for the 
repeal of the corn laws, and for substitoting a fixed 
duty, has been rejected by the House of Commons 
by a vole of 312 to 155. “A bill for the repeal of the 
House tax has been introduced by Lord Althorp. 
The subjects of tithes, of the disabilities of disyenters, 
and of impressment have been brought before that 
body, but have not been definitely acted on. Sir 
John Campbell has been appointed Attorney General, 
and Mr. Pepys, Solicitor General, 

A riot, of a serious character, lately occurred in 
Liverpool, in consequence of a dispute between two 
parties of Irishmen. Several of the police officers 
were very severely injured, before any of the rioters 
could be apprehended. 

The ministerial project of a law relative to the 
Customs in France has given occasion to considera- 
ble excitement, Disturbances, not however of a very 
serious Nature, are constantly occurring in various 
parts of the kingdom. At Lyons, the discontent 
among the operatives has exhibited itself anew, in 
such @ manner as to require the presence of the mili- 
tary. Gen. Lafayette is so fur restored to health, 
that he is expected soon to take his seat in the cham- 
ber of deputies. ‘The latest Paris dates are of the 
Sth of March. 

M. Hanno, the Belgian officer, who was arrested 
by the Prussians, has been set at liberty. All was 
tranquil in Brussels on the 8th ult. Some disturban- 
ces have occurred among the students of Ghent. It 
is stated, that several of the large ship-owners and 
merchants are about to leave Antwerp, in order to 
establish themselves in other ports in Holland. 

The accounts from Madrid are to the 22d of Feb- 
ruary.—The Queen has acceded to the proposition of 
the Prime Minister for the convocation of the Cortes, 
and his resignation has been withdrawn. ‘here is 
no foundation for the ramor of the resignation of M. 
Burgos. Gen. Valdez has been removed from the 
command of the army of the North, and is succeeded 
by Quesada. Don Carlos is said to have cenferred 
the chief command of his forces on the priest Merino 

Gen. Saldanha’s official account of the battle of the 
17th, is contained in the London papers. The for- 
ces engaged were not so numerous as has been rep- 
resented. ‘The total loss of the Miguelites, including 
the killed and wounded, and prisoners, was about 
700, and that of the Constitutionaliats, about 500
